THE NEWS FROM LONDON. 



French Ylntafre f hreatsned by Bale— 
A Friend of StamVnIoff Fatally 
Wonnded. - 



Thankajrlvinsr Pastoral on Defeat of 
Party Wblcb Threatened the 
Anfirllean Obareb. 



London, Aug. 2 — A Pjria dospatoh to 
the Times Bsys that the oontlaned rains aro 
ciualng Borloua anxiety for the vintage. 

The Santiago de Chili oorrespondent of 

the Times aayg that there is general confi- 
dence in the new ministry, whioh is sup- 
ported by tho Bttlmaoodist party. The bug- 
oeaa of tho conversion scheme is assured. 

Gtvonty American pilgrims arrived ab 
Rome to-night and are at the Hotel Con- 
tinaDtal. 

Tho rainy geason has stopped military 
operations in Cuba, 

lb is stated that the Argentine govern- 
ment Is oonsidorinf; a projoot to issue bonds 
to the ur.)ounb of £100,000,000 sterling ab 4 
per cent, to unify the whole Argeutine debb. 
There will be no sinking fund. lb is 
rumored tbab the surplus arising from the 
operation will he devoted to the redemption 
of the paper ourrenoy. 

The frontier dispute between tlie Argen- 
tine and Chili baa been settled. It was ab 
one time feared that this dbpute would 
lead to war between these two oountrioe, 
and would also include Bolivia, Fern and 
Eonador. 

The Italian government has approved 
the appointment of an Italian expert at 
New York to sample and analyze tho im- 
ported Italian wines on demand, to deoiaro 
the exaob result, to seal the oasks and to de- 
liver oertifioatea in order to serve as a gnar- 
aatee to buyers. 

Tha Anglican Bishop of Exeter in a pas- 
toral letter urges special thanksgiving and 
prayer for the defeat of the party whioh 
threatened tho ohurch. 

Hon. Thomas F. Bayard, U. S. ambas- 
sador, distributed the prizes at the Gram- 
mar Bohool ab Boston, England, to-day. 
Afterwards he was given a banquet, ab 
whioh bhe Mayor of the town presented him 
with an illuminated address from the cor- 
poration, Hon. Mr. 6ar6b, M.P,, proposed 
the health of President Cleveland, to which 
Mr. Bayard responded. He said that the 
office of President was not only one of great 
dignity bub one of reBponsibiliby and anxi- 
ety.' Tbe Prssident stood in tho midsb of 
self •ooniident and oftsntimsi violent people, 
and lb took;« man soob u lix, Cleveland to 
govern tUen). - He oloaed witk m tribute to 
Mr. Cleveistid's rsoo^ as president. 

Ab a oabtneb oonndl held in Constanti- 
nople a Boheme of retorma, nob only for 
Armenia, but for the whole of the Turkish 
empire, was decided upon. 

The continued hearing of the provincial 
prohibition appeal before the judicial com- 
mittee of the privy council to decide whether 
the power to pass prohibitory liquor legisla- 
tion belongs to tho federal or provincial 
authorities in Canada, has been adjourned 
until Tuesday. At tho conclusion of the 
argument of Mr. E. L. Nowoombe, on be- 
half of tho Dominion of Canada, questions 
touching the right to prohibit the manu- 
facture and sale of|Intoxicating liquors were 
also raised. 

Miss Sadie Eakins was given a verdiob of 
£1.500 to-day against William Craig Pow- 
ers, oashler of a bank at Rochester, N, V., 
on the ground of a breach of promise and 
seduotion. After the seduction it appears 
that Powers revealed to Misa Eakins that 
he was married, and added that be expected 
daily to secure a divorce from his wife in 
America. The next day, however, Powers 
announced that he was unable to obtain 
Buoh divorce from bis wife. He left Miss 
Eakins pennileaa and left for Paris. 

The Odeaaa correspondent of the Daily 
News says that the St, Peterabnrg Svieb and 
Viedomonti profeaa to know that Prime 
Minister Salisbury Intends to form a coali- 
tion with the tripio alliance for tho purpose 
of investing Austria with a plenary man- 
date for the occupation of Macedonia, in- 
cluding Snlonica 

A telegram from ,So£i»,' recoivod at Berlin, 
states that; M. Matnltlelf, an intimate friend 
of the late M. Stambulotr and leader of tho 
Liberal parly at Tartar Biizardjik, Eastern 
Koumania, haa been attacked by an assasBln 
and fatally wounded. 

Joaej^ Thomson, the African traveller, is 
dead. 

The malting house of a Bohemian 
brewery w»a burned to-day. Water was 
scarce and the fire difiicult to control. Tho 
fire was finally qnencbed with a damage of 
a million florins. One workman was killed 
and two firemen were injured. 

The Auohen Haivle colliery, Saltcoats, a 
town on the bay of Ayr, twenty-four miles 
southwest of Glasgow, has bcsn fiooded. 
Sixty men have been rescued and fourteen 
are entombed in the mine, and lb is believed 
that they have perished. There were many 
narrow escapes on the partof thoae who suc- 
ceeded in gettioK ont of the doomed mine 
in time. One boy was drowned 
while venturing into the pit to 
warn hia comrades of their danger. 
There is a scene of intense excitement at the 
pit's month, where tho wives, mothers and 
families of the ontoinbod miners are gath- 
ered, wringing their hands and giving all 
sorts of manifostationa of grief and despair. 
Many refuse to give up hope of the im- 
prisoned minors being saved and their agon- 
izing supenso is no loss dlatrcasing to seo 
than tho loud clamor of those who 
thus show their despair. Those who 
were resonod arrived ab tlio surfaoo 
in a mosb exhausted conr'itloE, and many 
were resuscitated only with tho groateab 
labor. One of them says that tho water 
rushed like a mill race through tho work- 
ings, and ib was only with tho utmoab diffi- 
culty that those who were caught 
oould withstand it. One man, who was 
carrying a brother who had become too 
much txhauated to make any exertion to 
save himself was hurled back by the flood 
so that be found himaelf utterly unable to 
make any headway with bis burden. He 
was finally forced to put bis brother down 
and proceed alone. 

A dlspatoh from Sofia to theStiandard 
says : *' The peraeontion of the widow of 
M, StambnioS does not abate. The ser- 
vants are not able to leave the houae with- 
out being arrested, soarohed and catechised 
as bo the doinga of the family, and menaced 
unless they agree to quit their service."

A Bflffalo Han Taken a fingey mde and Then 
Captured and Immured for 
Ransom. 

BnPFALO, N. Y,, Aug, 2, — Allen, who has 
been arrested hero, has retained Hugh 0. 
Penteccat, of New York, as his attorney. 
The crime thab was committed by Emery 
and Allen was one of the most daring orimea 
ever oommitted bete. Ltwyer Oottle waa 
inveigled into taking a buggy ride to look 
at some property, and when driving on 
Baynes street be was overpowered and 
thrown into a dungeon-like cellar, bandcufT- 
ed and chained by his ankles to a post ; a 
gag was thrust into his mouth and then 
under tho threat of death thoy compelled 
him to write a uoto to his wife asking for 
§5,000 immediately. When the note was 
delivered a son of Cottle, Buapootinc; that 
hia father was in durance, attompteil by a 
personal interview with Emery to tompor- 
izo, but with no avail. 

Ib is gCDOrally boHoved that tho money 
was paid, The elder Cottle was then liber- 
ated from hie dungeon, while his oaptors 
made their escape to Canada. Ib was 
afterwards learned that Emery was 
an alias assumed by Claude Strong, 
of this city, who haa, under the name of 
Emery, become a fugitive from Cinoinnati 
justice and a resident of Toronto. He had 
employed Cottle as attorney to obtain a 
pardon to permit him to return to the 
States, and claims to have paid him some- 
thing like $14,000 for gettinK him the 
pardon. Cottle failing in this endeavor, 
however. Strong alias Emery, had at various 
times sought restitution and finally devised 
upon kidnapping and raqrom bo effect it. 

Ib is tbougbbtbat Emsry is tnNew 'Y ork. 
Letters were found on Allen's {teraon whioh 
caused the superintendent of police to com- 
municate with New York. Allen admits 
hia identity nov^ though he says hia real 
name is John Maodonald and the place of 
his nativity is Louiaville, Ky. He also oon- 
fessoB to the kidnapping, bub will not peaoh 
on Emery. 

Hugh Pentecost, when interviewed this 
afternoon, said that Allen has nothing to 
conceal but everything to pain by tho ut- 
most publicity. Cottlo awindlad Emery out 
of §5,000 and that another man in Buffalo, 
whose name he was surprised had not yet 
been made public, was also Implioitcd in 
getting §12 000 more from Emory The 
nnme of thla London peraoo he would not at 
the time divulge, bnb af er a o<)iif«rence 
with Allen in the jjkil he did so. It wbs, he 
said, Carlton Strf)ng, an arohiteoh of c losid- 
erable prominence in the city ai d a brother 
of Emery, whoan rifihh name, as haa_ been 
stated, was Claude Strong. 

According to Pfr.rtoosr, Carlton' Strong 
had obtained $12,000 from Emery, and 
Cottle $S,600, The New York lawyer 
claimed to"bave 'dooumentary evidenoe in 
proof of idl tbia and showed the nporber 
two receipts signed by G. 0. Gottis, one for 
$2,000 and the other $1,000. Bobh receipts 
also contained the statement tbab the 
money waa to be returned to John 
C. Emery ia case Emery was nob pardoned 
or his sentence oommnted. Two hundred 
dollars of the amount was te ha kept by 
Cottle to be paid to one William C. Oates, 
a representative in oongreas, who it was 
claimed by Cobtele, waa to aid in securing 
Emery's pardon,

QUINLAN CONFESSES. 



He and Sis Wife Admit That Holmes 
Deliberately Uordered Benja- 
min Pltzel. 

The Police Have Other Testimony 
Which Will Certainly Convict 
the Marderer. 

CmcAdo, Aug. 2.— Cnief of Police Bade- 
nooh said to-day thab new and important 
evidenoe bad been discovered against 
Holmes. " We have jnsb discovered the 
most important evidenoe yet fonnd,'' said 
Chief Badenooh, ''moat damning for both 
Holmes and Quinlan. I am not ab liberty 
to say what ib is, but I think when it Is 
made known the poliae will nob be ridiculed 
as thoy have been of late." 

The police have at last obtained a partial 
confoaaion frbm Pat Quinlan, tho jiinitor of 
Holmes castle, and huve, they believe, evi- 
dence that Banjimin Pilzel was murdered in 
this city by Holmes and the corpse 
sent to Pbiladoipbia. The confeasion was 
wormed out of the Quinlans by 
moans of a tip given the local 
officers by detective Oeyer, of Philadelphia, 
who arrived here to-day. The exact nature 
of the story told by ths Quinlans the police 
will not reveal, and in faob Chief Badenooh 
and Inspector Fitzpatriok have both denied 
that Quinlan or bis wife made any confea- 
aion at all. Not witfaatanding the denial of bhe 
police, however, it is positively icnown that 
Quinlan made and signed a oonfessioo because 
it was lefb where Quinlan's signature on the 
document could be seen, although the sub- 
ject matter under whioh he wrote his name 
oould not bo ascertained. To-night, how- 
over, ib was learned that a confession was 
made covering all the details of the murder 
of Pitzel with the exception of thd actual 
place where the crime was committed. Thla, 
the police eay, they will have to. morrow, 
and they declare that by Auguat 5, they 
will have indisputable evidence that Pitzel 
came to hia end through the direct agency 
of H. H. Holmes, Tho confeasion was ob- 
tained from the Quinlans only after the 
hardest kind of work and a promiae of im- 
munity from punishment for all p»rt the 
Quinlans may have borne in the murder of 
Pitzel and other Crimea. 

Memphis, Tenn., Aug. 2 —The Little 
Rock end of the Holmes murder sensation 
is about petered ont. In bhe next forby- 
eighb hours the police will in all probability ' 
have proven bbat, oonviot John Caldwell, : 
aIlaa,Hatch, , alias Alien, alias .Fogg, alias . 
Mas66t, could have had no oonnedtlon.witb 
Holmes and his crimes, as bs was in ITea- ' 
nesaee penitentiary at the time he olalms'-^to < 
have beep operating in Fort Worth, Texas,' ' 
for Holmes. Caldwell was born in t^nP* - 
ton county, Tenneaaee, not far from 
Memphis. He follewed horse stealing f or ' 
brief period, when he was arrested here and • 
sentenced to twenty-one years In the peni- ' 
tentiary. This was seven years ago. A few 
months ago he was pardoned, but went Im- 
mediately to Arkansaa and engaged In bis 
former pursuit. There he again came bo 
grief and was eent to Arkansaa ataie peni- 
tentiary where he now ia.

The 
country is full of quartz, though an oaauy of 
samples shipped to San Franoiaao bus not 
been returned as yet. In the Annette 
island discoveries the rock is quite rich.

Teslin lake is also called Atlain lake, and is 
located forty miles from where tho map 
shows it.

There is no 
roason why some rich finds should not be 
made OD Toalin lake, as many old timers 
havo taken out $10 to $50 per day on the 
Teslinto, or Hootalinqua rlvore, and 
say that from 25 conta to 50 cents 
per pan can be found on many of 
the bare, whiul;, however, can lie 
worked for only a short time each aoason, ut 
low water. Tbe gold apparently cornea 
from tho mountains around tbe lake. Tealln 
lake also drains the west slopo of tho Caeaiar 
moun'^ains, the eastern slopo of which baa 
proved immensely rich.

Bank Cleai-iagrs at the Principal Cities 
of Canada — Business 
Failures. 



New Yobk, Aug. 2,— R, G, Dun's weekly 
review of trade saya there ia a perceptible 
halt which may deceive if attribnted to 
wrong oausea. Trade bsiog two months 
late in the spring pushed forward into July 
a large share of business belonging to April 
or May. Seeing a rush for orders out of 
time, many imagined It would continue and 
hurried to give other orders. The jam of 
tho two months' business into one lifted 
prices, Then other orders came to antici- 
pate a further rise, but the mid- 
summer lull was inevitable, and lb 
ii yet somewhat uncertain how much im- 
provement will appear after It. The crop 
of corn pronilaes to bs the largest ever 
grown and is almost out of harm's way. 
The crop of wheat appears from later ao- 
count perhaps 20,000,000 bushels smaller 
than was expected a month ago, and bad the 
beat hopea been realized it woidd have Iwen 
more than 100,000,000 baihels short of a 
fail crop, Cotton haa loat a little, and more 
people aeem to believe in 7.600,000 bales 
than believed In 8,000,000 a month 
ago. The year's buainess will bo 
much affaoted by tho crops and 
the most hopeful estimate falls below 
a full yield, except for corn. Larger stooka 
than were immedlutoly wanted have been 
taken by the tradora as prices were advanc- 
ing, and those tend to limit futuro orders. 
The general advance in many products also 
causes reluctance to purchase, and the die- 
tribution of the past half year has been in 
part to make up for stocks and Individual 
supplies depleted during two years of econ- 
omy. On the other hand there has been 
enormous Increase in the working forces 
and a considerablo increase in wages, 
whioh enables people to buy more freely. 
Apprehension of monetary disturbances has 
boon quite pushed aside ; etrlkea of some 
imporcance have appeared, but do not yet 
threaten to last long, though a strike of coal 
miners may -for a time affect buainess some- 
what eztenaively. The hopefal apirlti pre. 
vailing in nearly all marketa may find its 
warrant in spite of some shortage 
in crops. The volume of business 
shown by payments through the 
clearing houses is now about 14.2 per^cent. 
leas than in 1892, but is being swelled by 
heavy deferred payments early in tho 
month. The average for July Is only 48 
per cent, less than in 1892. All tho indica- 
tions show midsummer lassitude. The mar- 
ket for pig Iron is quiet and on the whole 
tbe market Is strong, with tho prospect of 
an inoreaaed output. Flu'sbed products 
are generally strong, with more de- 
mand than can at present be met 
for plates and for bar. Buslneas 
ia cotbon goods has been bbe largeab in July 
for several yc^arr an far ao ioliverios, but not 
so large as to now orders, A further ad- 
vance of ono quarter cent per yard has been 
made. The demand for woolens has been 
less active, with some disappointment ob- 
servable, while worsbeds have sold reju 
tivoly better. Flannels have advanced Ic 
to 2o a yard and blankets about 5 per cent, 
and dress goods are firm with good demand 
for the season. The eales of wool have 
been only 6,072,450 pounds for the week, 
against ,136,400 in 1892 ; bat for tbe month 
of July they were 50,861,814 pounds, of 
which 32,397,559 were domeatio, against 
38.557,160 pounds in 18S2, of whioh 24.602,- 
400 were domeatio. Wheat suddenly rose 3 
por ceqb. on bad reports of conditions, hue 
haa dropped all the sain as the scantiness of 
exports Is felt, tho shipments in July hav- 
ing boon only 3,495,064 bushels, flour in. 
eluded, from Ailantio ports, against 9.8G5,- 
G3,'J laat your. Wcatoru receipts 
continue very small and farmers ap 
poar to be holding for higher 
prices. Corn Is a ahado atronger, although 
tlio roporta are decidedly favorable. Cotton 
h\B risen an eighth In prloo, wholly on bad 
condition reports, but at tho lowoat eatlmato 
tho year's ylold with stooks carried over will 
exceed tho world's demand. Tho failures 
f)r the wook have been 201 in tho United 
States againat 2,')0 last year, and 28 in 
Canada against 44 last year. 

Bradstreet's says : Tbe week preaents a 
larger volume of trade in many lines and at 
many paints than in tho week before and 
tho aime week ore year ago. The rush of 
orders for steel and Iron leads in intereab, 
displaying remarkable streugth. W<»tern 
manufaoturers have been obliged to pnr- 
chasn eaatoru billets to meet orders. Less 
oonSdenco is placed in last week's rumors of 
serious damage to tho spring; wheat crop in 
Minnesota and tho Dakobahs, and another 
conspicuous feature of the week is the ovi- 
donoo of reviving confidonoo on the part of 
wostorn and nothern Interior merchants now 
that corn and aprlng wheat promlae well,

Formal Openiner ot the Oatheriug: oi 
B. U. Farmers and Frnit 
Growers. 



Fxtended Beport of the First Day's 
Meetiug— aha FroceedluKS of 
Yesterday. 

(From Oar Own Corroaoondont.) 
AoAsaiz, B.C., Aug. 2.— The fruit grow 
era meb this morolngi Lt^nk-GoTornor 
Dewdney in the obalr. iDBtrnotive Icotarea 
wera delivered by Prof. Fletcher, govern 
ment entomologist ; Prof. Saunders, e;cperi 
mentikl farm direolor ; Prof. Sharp, direotor 
of the Agaesiz experimental farm ; Mr. R 
M. P.ilmer, fruit inspector ; Mr. Henry, 
president of Iho Fruit Groworg' ABBcclation, 
and others. In the afternoon the experi- 
mental farm was visited by the delegates, 
and the way of spraying fruit trees wag 
praotloally illnBtrated. Id the evening the 
dairymen htid (heir oonvention, and maii> 
ve^ Important leoturea were delivered und 
papers readj amongBb thetn a paper on 
tuDeroalosia by Government Inspector Eig- 
ginbottom. 

The hop growers of British Columbia met 
at Agassiz Uet night and arranged for mu- 
tual beuffii. A. St. G. Hammersly was 
elected pietident ; and W. Hulbert, Chilll- 
wack, lecrolary. The hop growers will 
unite In all thtir shipments, which will be 
made over the C. P- R , thus greatly reduc- 
ing rates. It HUB further decided to pay 
pioliers the uniform price of 75 and CO cents 
a bux, acoordlug to the diflerent kinds of 
hops. At a future meeting an illort will be 
made to fix prices for the province. 



AcJASSiz, Aug. 1 — The following wore 
amoug thuao present uc the furmora' conven- 
tion which opened at Agassiz to-day : 
Lieut. Governor Dawdney, Hon Col. Biker, 
Prof. Saunders, director of experimental 
farms. Prof. Fletcher, government ontomol 
ogisfc, J. T. Sioh, J. McRae, Capt. Moore, 
John Welson and John Burketl, cf Agassiz ; 
A. H. B. McGowan, M»jor Mutter, W.P.P., 
W. H. L'idner and E. Hutcherson, Ladncrs ; 
T. J. Trapp, Cunaingh*m and T, R. Pear- 
Bon. Westnilnstpr ; T. G. E-irlo, Lytton ; 
Dr. Milne, R. H. Pdlmir, H. BoBti3ck, J. H 
Valooner, John JLamberton and E. L^yritz, 
Victoria; H. Kipp, 8. &.

In opening the convention, Prjf. Sharp, 
among other things aaid that ho attributed 
the presence of so many interested people in 
part to the iotereeb taken in the proceedings 
by the ladiue, wha inaiatod upon attending, 
and their husbands had come to take care ul 
them, BO they said, Prof. Sharp was fol- 
lowed by 

Lieut- Governor Ddwdney, who said that 
without land and agriculture no oountry 
coald do very muoh. Ha was pleased at the 
prospeots of agriculture in the province. 
They had far more land under cuiitvatiou 
than moat people thought. He attributed 
the non-attendanoe of a great many to the 
faob that they had aaifered by the ioods and 
were obliged to atay at home to haivest 
their cropa. The prospoata, he thought, 
were now brighter than for many ye»ra. 
He dealt at length with the oare required 
in raising fruit and roote, and, after they 
had been raised, in packing and ahippiug 
them properly. They had an inexbanacible 
market for ftalt on the other aide of the 
monntalna. TItere were in thia provinoa 
milliona of aorea of anitable land for onltiva- 
tion, ao that no one needl be diaoonraged by 
there not| being room.. He aaanred thoae 
preaent that aa long aa he waa at the head 
of the government the experimental farm 
wunid be enooaraged. He oonaldered it a 
very great good to the province. 

E. Uatoheraon, president of the Central 
Farmers' Inatitate, read an addreaa In which 
be referred to the pleasure and indepen- 
dence of a farmers life, and poetically 
pictured the happiness to be got out of 
existenoe on the farm. If the farmers be- 
luzig to a oountry where Bgrioultarai colleges 
or farmers' institutes throve they required 
no assistance from the government. Agri- 
culture, horticulture and dairying were 
making a rapid advacc-a in this province, 
and be was glad to see farmers nnlting for 
thuri mutual benefit. 

Hon. Col. Baker eaid he waa pleased to 
hear that the farmers required no assistance 
from tho government and were proud to be 
independent. Farming reqaired abnndance 
of good lands, easy access to the market 
and a plentiful supply of labor and capital. 
British Columbia had an abundance of good 
land. It la a country of magnificent areas, 
having fully 20,000,000 acres of land suitable 
for agrionlture. Harvey parties are fre- 
qnently finding new tracts of land. Last 
week 15,000 acres of land had been dis- 
covered auitabla for settlement at the head 
of Qaatsino Sound. The province can grow 
almoat all kinds of roota and cereals, and as 
for frnit, the higher the altitude the better 
It was. We had plentity of altitude. Aa 
for , oar traneportation facilities, our 
ocean seaboard places ua in touch with 
all the markets of the world. V/e are now 
importing three-fourths of all the food wo 
use. Our mining industry is advancing 
with grand striduH, und our populistion must 
grow and produce a larger market To ilio 
Eouth wo luive tlio people cf tlio United 
Stat(;B, and acroaa tho ocean the Orient, 
with ita milliona of people. With nur popu- 
lation constantly growing wo ahall liavo 
abundanco of capital ard laUor. Col. B.kor 
f elicitonsly referri d to tho bloeeinga of hav- 
ing a parental government, whico.liad pro- 
vided tho farmers of tho valley with seed in 
the nick of time ai d enable d thtm to tide 
over a grave orlsia. Tho people ot tno pro- 
vince owed an Immecso debt of gratitude to 
Boientifio researches, which had resulted in 
such wonderful diaoovorios, not only in tho 
line of fruit growing but in all other branch- 
es. Col. Baiter made some very intorestiog 
remarks on light and atoms, the circulation 
of ihs human blood, and minute insect life, 
the last being grafted into a reference to the 
frnit pests. He referred in complimentary 
terms to the zeal and skllfnl labors of Depu- 
ty Minister Anderson, whose asslatanoe to 
tho farmers had been of immense benefit. 
Col. lUkor advicisd the farmers to perse- 
vere, work and atudy, so that when they 
oiimo ut last to lie down to that rest which 
all muatoomo to, they would leive- a rich 
inheritance to their eons. 

Prof. Saunders eaid ho had viaitod British 
Columbia ten times, but navor biforo had on 
opportanity to addroas so many farmers at 
one time. He oxprosaed himself aa highly 
ploaaod with the hay and oat crop of the 
Dslta. It was one of the boat oountries in 
tho world for dairying. One dairy bad been 
started and many others he hoped would 
start before long. He thought tliat British 
Columbia before many years would make 
her own butter and obeeso and have a 
margin for export. The farmer is a manu- 
facturer. He sows his seed, and if he does 
bia part natnre will help him and be will 
Aomeonton the winning aide. In British 
Oolambla, in the dyked or Delta landsi they

had lands richer than tho prairies of the 
great west. By aotuul analysos tho alluvi 
soil of British Columbia ia far richer than 
I lie soil la Karopo and immeaBurably 
richer than tho prairie soil, boing more 
abundantly provided with nitrogen and 
potash. Tho bunch land is also well up to 
the average of good land. The soil in 
Chilliwack waa found to 1)3 rioher than the 
average soil in Earope, while soil from the 
exporimontal farm is also a hove the averoge. 
Thus, throughout the province tho land is 
suitable for all kinds of crops. Soil may, he 
said, be added to by potash, and the potash 
will be retained aad give itself up gradually 
to the plants. her ingredients havo to be 
added, such as nitrogen and phosphoric 
acid. By chart Prof. Saundnre illustrated 
and explained the value of fortibV.srs on the 
different crops and the proportions of 
potash, nitrogen and phoaphoric acid re- 
quired by each particular crop. E^ery year 
aomo fertilizer should ba added to 
he land tu take tho place of the 
richness removed by the harvested crop, 
animal fertilizers wore ateo explained. Tha 
excreta cf poultry was tho most valuable ; 
then came sheep and horses, cows being the 
last. Fresh manure taken as quickly as 
possible from the barn is better than rotttd 
manure, for one reason, bncause tho liquid 
oonstituenta are saved, lirun and cotton 
seed meal added to cbo utual food increases 
the richnoaa of the manure. A scientific 
diaouasion followed as to tho p'ojeaa nature 
adopted to feed the aoll with nitrogen. 
Iho aoiontific use of potash and phosphoric 
aoid, and where and how they were to bo 
obtained and utilized, were fully explained. 
After minutely explaining the d fTerenoe be- 
tween poor and rioh soil. Prof. Saunders 
again referred to the warm rich soil of thia 
province that retained the moisture ao ad- 
mirably. The aoll was particularly good, 
and bo wou'd say to every intelligent farmer 
that if hu O'trtfuUy tended his farm, if he 
did bis ( ar'-' well, natnre would do hers, and 
there would be nothing to'fear aa'to reaulta. 

Mr, Boatock apoke of tho indifference to 
farming that existed when he first cxnui to 
the province. People preferred ranchii,; or 
boughn canned milk. All that was impmv- 
ing. In tho upper oountry there were fewer 
fruit peats, and the farmers should, he 
thought, go into fruit raising. He urged 
that more attention be paid to fruit raising. 
Irrigation was very badly needed, bowtvor, 
and it was expensive. Col. Baker bad said 
he was glad the farmers did not want help. 
They wanted help up country very muoh. 
If they could assist the farmers to irrigate, 
land, now idle, would beoome valuable. If 
they could get oanneries up conntry to can 
vegetables and.fruit they might aend canned 
goods as far as Winnipeg in competition 
with the Ontario maikets. He hoped, aa 
was the case last winter, that hereafter 
British Columbia would be sble to supply 
all the oattle required for homo conaump- 
tlon. Sheep in the npper conntry did not 
thrive. Bunch grass eaten by the sheep did 
not grow a;gain, and therefore efforts bad 
been made to keep sheep out of the country. 

Major Mutter aaid that aa a reprcaenta- 
tlve of the farmers he atked the government 
for the same attention tho farmers of the 
other provinces had received. The Domin- 
ion government should inatruct them in 
dairying. In Victoria at one lime farmers 
got 35 cents for their butter, now they can 
hardly get rid of It ac any price. Firms 
make more money in eelliug creamery but- 
ter, as they cannot sell dairy. They must 
go Into creamery butter makine, hat the 
government must help them as they have 
done in the other provinces. Tho British 
Columbia farmers should have ectentifio in- 
struction and assistance in starting cream- 
eries. It is the fault of farmern all over the 
world that they will not band together for 
their own good. It is tho samo in Britieh 
Columbia. He ashed farmers to remember 
that thoie whom they aend to Ottawa should 
bs obliged to promlae that they will uee 
their influence to have the government aid 
the farmers of BiUlsb Columbia as in other 
provinoea. Now that Col. Baker waa here, 
he should be aaked to use bis influence In the 
same direction. He believed the board of 
hortionlturohad donegreatgood in producing 
good fiult and preventing tho pests from 
elsewhere gottiog into the province. As to 
agriculture, the cultivation of the soil — and 
scientific cultivation — Is neoossary. Many 
farmers in this country wer(3 oot so much 
lazy as ignorant, and Prof. Saundura' eoien- 
t'fio Instructions should bu reiterated ovir 
and over again. 

I^r. Milne, as president of tho British 
Columbia Agricultural society, referred to 
tho independence of tho farinore, who he 
thought should bo independent and not ex- 
pect aid from Ottawa. Ho wanted to say 
that thoae connected with the government 
spnkn In tho intereats of the farmera and 
had done so in their speeches to the farmers 
everywhere, and not in the interest of their 
government. H" wiahed to bear testimony 
to thia. Ho I huuynt creamery butter ought 
to be manufoutured in Britiab Columbia. 
Homo made butter cannot bo sold in Vic- 
toria to-day because it ccmoa In better con- 
dition from Manitoba and San Franoisoo 
than It does from the oountry portions of 
this province. He was sura the coming ex. 
hibit in Victoria would teach the farmers 
valuable lessons He was pleased to testify 
1} the good V ork htt the Dominion govern, 
ment was doing for the farmera. 

Mr. Trapp, a« president of the Royal City 
Agricultural Society, said that if what was 
pruached to-night was practiced they would 
all have vastly improvod farms and much 
wiser people. Mr. Trapp put in a word in 
favor of tho coming Westminster show. He 
said be felt sure the crops woro never bettor 
in British Columbia than now, and ho hoped 
for fair weather to batveat them, Tho 
small fruits this year brought nine cents a 
pjund. In olhor years they had 
gone to waste. This is duo entirely 
to tho etlorts of the Fiuit Groweia' 
AsBOoiatlon, which deserved great (.f'^c. 
He was of opinion that tho farmera tried to 
cultivate too muoh land. They ebould work 
harder and on smaller aoreagea. He invited 
all preoent to attend the fair to ba given at 
Weatmlnster. The Goveriior General would 
be preaent. 

After a vote of thanks to tho Lieutenant 
Governor for acting as chairman the meet- 
log adjourned.

STILL AN ALLIANOS). 

What are the present relations between 
the Coneervativos and the Liberal Union- 
ists of Great Britain, Is a question nob easily 
anawered. Has there beea & fnaloii of par- 
ties or is_|he oonneotion between them still 
an sllianoet III seems almost impossible 
for two parties working together for a oom- 
mon end and contending against a oommcn 
enemy to remain long separated and dis- 
tinct. One would sappoae that in the nature 
of things they most soon ooaleaoe in spite of 
all opposing influenoeB. If the Liberal- 
Unionists were all Whigs, Uke the Dake of 
Devonshire and Mr. Oosohen, fusion wonld 
be simply a work of time. The distlnotlon 
in these days between tho Liberal-Coneervu- 
tive and the old-faahionod Liberal is eo 
small that it requires a political magnify- 
ing glass to disoern ib. Some Liberal- 
Conservatives are mnoh more liberal than 
many Liberals, and some old style Liberals — 
Wiiiga — are far greater Tories in principle 
and in praotioe than a very considerable sec- 
tion of the Conservative party. But tlie 
Radloala when they become Liberal-Union- 
ista are atiii radical. It is almost as bard 
for a Badieal to forget or ignore his radical- 
ism as it is for an Ethiopian to ohange his 
skin. No matter by what name he may bo 
oalied, lie is still a radical. Ib is the hand- 
ful of Radicals that are among the Llberai- 
Unioniata that prevents the two parties be- 
coming one. 

Still there are those who believe that in 
time political distinotlona between the ele- 
ments of the Government party will bo, if nob 
{orgobten, disregarded. I this over does take 
place tho ohango will bp effected very quietly 
and almost without the consoiousneaa of 
those who are the subjects of it. It is 
evident from a apeeoh lately made by that 
most conservative of Liberals, the Dnke of 
Devonshire, that the Liberal- Unionists have 
now no intention to oo alesce with the Lib- 
eral CooBervatives. In a speech which he 
m>(lo a ahorb time ago he said of the Liberal- 
Unioniata : 

'* Oar independent exlstenoe has been re-' 
oogoized in the oiearesb manner in the form- 
ation of the present Government ; the pre- 
parations for tho general election in the 
Unionisb interoab have been made, and it is 
nowboing oonduotod with completo harmony 
by our independent orgauizitiona, and there 
is . not, as far as I am aware, the slightest 
desire or intention cn the part of anyone, 
fcioepc perhaps on the part of our opponents, 
to pub an end to the oxistonco of either of 
the independent parties whoao close allianco 
has, up to tho proaent time, been attended 
by such remarkable eucceeu." 

Mr. Chamberlain in one of liia apoeohea, 
which are, by the way, wonderfully clover, 
said this on the relations existing between 
the two sections of the Government sup- 
porters : — 

Is it poaaibio that the Conservatives can 
have swallowed up the Liberal-Union- 
ists, and at the same time that the Liberal- 
Unionists have swaUowed np the Conserva- 
tives! I ask you, which is inside the other 1 
Xhe only thing that has happened Is this— 
that the Unionist alliance, which was loyally 
maintained during the whole period of the 
existence of a Conservative Government, 
which was continued and strengthened dur- 
ing the whole time in whioh wo wero in Op- 
position, has now boon oomonbed and con- 
firmed in tho aamo Governmonb and in the 
same Cabinet. We came into oxiatonoo — 
this alliance came into existence — in order 
to defeat a policy whioh we believed was 
dangerous if it was nob fatal to great nation 
al interests. And now it ia going to be 
continued in order to promote tho national 
poiioy of progreaaivo iegielation. Neither 
tho Conservatives nor the Liberal-Unionists 
have been swallowed up, bub wo are the two 
wings of a greater party than over, of a 
national party to which every patriotic man 
may ba proud to belong, whioh Is pledged, 
on the one hand, to maintain tho greatness 
and tho Integrity of the Empire, and which 
is equally pledged to a poiioy of oonstruotivo 
social reform, 

Xhere may have been reasons why, while 
the eleotioo was goNg on; the Liberals 
■ho<tId Htlok to the name Liberal, and ahonld 
not give oooasion to their opponents to dO' 
olare ' among th; eleotora that they bad 



" turned lory." But when the elodtion is 
over and ^there is no immediate oauae to 
consider the' prejudice of bigotted olootora, 
many Liberal-Unionists will find It hard to 
roaline that there ia any real diatinction be- 
tween them and the men by whose aide they 
are fighting Rnd with whorn on all matters 
of importance they are voting. 

A IiB]Y POLIOr. 

It is evident that the Right Hon. Joseph 
Cba'mberlaia has accepted the office of Sec- 
retary of State for the Goloniee for the pur- 
pose of strengthening the reiatlona between 
the Mother Country and her dependencies. 
In a letter to one of Ills supporters, evidently 
written with the view of making hie inten- 
tions and aspirations with regard to colonial 
relations known to the world, he says that 
he accepted his present post "first to aee what 
can be done to bring the autonomous ooloniea 
and the Mother Country oloaer, and secondly 
to davelope the resources of tho Crown col- 
oaies, eapeolally to increase the trade with 
Great .Britain. All his efforts, he adds, 
will be devoted to these ends." Mr. 
Chamberlain ia nob only a man of groat 
ability ; he ia also a practical man and a 
man of aoticn. When a atateaman of this 
class tells the world that he propoaea to do 
certain things, it ia only reaaonable Ito con- 
olnde that be sees a way by whioh he can 
aocompliah the ends he has in view. Such 
a man never talks at random or merely for 
the purpose of hearing blmaelf talk. 

It is diiliculb for most persons to see what 
the Secretary for tho Colonies can do to 
bring the autonomous coloniea oioser to the 
Mother Conntry. The task is difficult 
principally because the colonies are autono- 
mous. A aelf-govorning people are not dis- 
posed to listen aubmiaaively to tho dictation 
of even a member of tho Imperial Govorn- 
mont. They bolievo that they know what 
Is good for their country and what their 
country really requires quite as well as any 
Imperial minister. Mr. Chamberlain uo 
doubt knowa very well that -the ooloniea are 
Bolf reliant and that their leading men are 
dispoaed to reaenb unnecessary Imperial in- 
torfoionco with their domeitio affairs. Ho 
must have therefore in bis mind some plan 
by whioli he can show the colonies 
that it is for their immediate iU' 
berest that the bond whioh unites 
them with Great Britain should be Ijoth 
strengthened and tightened. In no way can 
this ba done so well as by improving the 
commercial relations between them and the 
Mother Conntry. Therefore we are not snr 
prised that there are some who believe that 
Mr. Chamberlain has devised a ncheme of 
preferential trade which will ho acceptable 
alike to Groat Bribain and her coloniea. Tho 
Montreal Star's cablegram says with refer 
enoe to the paa^tage we have quoted above : 
" Thia may be taken to mean that the 
Right Honorable Mr. Chamberlain is an 
earnest friend of Imperial support to the 
fast Atlantic steamship service and 
to the Pacific Cable scheme. Some, 
however, go so far as to say that 
it means much more, foreshadowing 
scheme ot inter-Imperlal tariff preferences 
as outlined by the Ottawa inter-Colojial 
Conferonoo." 

Ib would not be at all surprising if this 
were the case. There are many thinking 
men in Great Bribain who have come to the 
conclusion that freo trade has its limita- 
tion, and that Great Britain has already 
gone beyon4 them. Ib is well known that 
the Colonies arc, from an Imperial point of 
view, in sentiment ail that can be desired 
They are loyal to the Mother Country and 
are proud of their oonneotion with her. 
Nevertheless many ooionista oannot set 
what they are to gaiu, how they are to 
be benefited by being more cloaely 
united to Groat Britain than they 
are ab present. If the oonditions were such 
that these persons were convinced that it 
was to their interest that theoolonies should 
be more olosely united to Great Britain then 
all opposition to Imperial federation 
would immediately disappear. Indifference 
and oppoaltion would in a wonderfully short 
lime be tranaformed into an ardent /.eal for 
union. Trade preferences would soon bring 
about this ohange ; and we believe, the 
theories of free trade to '.he contrary 
notwithstanding, the preferential system 
would bo found as bonelicial to tho 
Mother Country as it would bo to 
the coloniea. The influoncea of airection 
and intcreat being united oaoh colony would 
foal that it waa a member of a great family. 
The national spirit would pervade the wholo 
Empire and sdd immensely to its strength 
and its prestige. 



The aeason - lias been good, and it is con- 
fidently predicted that the crop will be 
double that of last year, Ib is to bo regretted 
that BO little of the land of the Province Is 
Qultivalod. A very large proportion of the 
food of the people has atill to be imported. 
This, it must be remeinbered, is not the 
fault of either the soil or the climate. There 
Is as good laud in Britleh Columbia aa there 
Is in any part of the world, and the 
climate ia peculiarly favorable to tho 
operations of the farmer. Ib is, however, 
cheering to find the cultivated area inoreaa- 
iug every year and that the farmers are 
pay in i; more attention than ever to the pro- 
per cultivation of the roll and the kind of 
crops they raise. 

The crop reports from tho United States 
are cheerful in tone. Tho harvest in all sec- 
tions will be a good one. This is not the 
case, we grieve to say, with the aooonnts 
that reach us from Great Britain. The har- 
vest there will be considerably below the 
average, and tho distressed farmer oannot 
hope that high prices will to somo extent 
make up for decreased returns. The supply 
of food from abroad will be abundant and 
there is no reason to believe that the 
prices will be bstter than they were last 
year. The prospect for the Britiah agricul- 
turists is therefore very dark Indeed. Short 
crops and low prices are whot they nuiat 
look for, and as many of them are already 
in difEcultiea it is no wonder that despond- 
ency provaiia in tho ngriouitural districts, 
and that even the Times is beginning to 
doubt the efficacy of free trade to bring 
prosperity as far as the British farmers aro 
concerned.

It haa boon tho boast of Canadians that 
during the period of panio when banka in 
tho United States wero tumbling by tho 
score only ono bank in Canada went down, 
and that bank had been in difficnltiea and 
shaky before the depression commenced. 
But now, ween the depression haa lifted and 
good times are'coming again, a Canadian 
bank in which a very oonaiderable propor- 
tion of tho Canadian people had the 
utmost confidence has gone down. 
The failure of La Bacque du Peuple 
does not show that the banking system of 
Canada is weak in any respect ; Ib merely 
proves that no banking systum, no matter 
how sound it may be or how well suited to 
the circumstanoea of a country, ia proof 
against bkd management. Aa long aa La 
Banque du Feuple was well managed, on 
prudent and conservative principles, Ib 
did well, made money for the stock 
holders, and won and kept the confidence of 
the people. Bub when its management 
became reckless it went from bad 
to worse until the crash came and the 
French-Canadian people were inozpresaibly 
shocked. Still not one of the holders of Its 
notes lost a dollar. This is how the Mono 
tary Times of Toronto aooonnts for the 
breaking of the old and trusted French 
Canadian bank : 

The fact is that the stylo of management 
of the bank, whioh for nearly fifty years was 
eminently conservative, has been entirely re- 
versed during the last five or aix yeara. An 
aggressive, pushing, and (what is called) 
enterprising style of management haa been 
the rule of recent years, with the result 
that the business of the bank immenaeiy 
augmented in volume ; and with augmenta- 
tion in business came so large an inorease of 
profits that a " Rest " of half the capital 
has been built up, mnoh to the gratifioatlon 
of tho atookholdera and frienda of the bank. 
Bub there is a French prcverb that lella us, 
" tout 00 qui brillo n'eeb paa d'or," whioh, aa 
we have it in Eof^lieh, rune, " All's not gold 
that glitters. " This proverb is proving to 
ba, unfortunately, only too applicable to tho 
present case. 

Tho immense incroaao in buaineas waa 
iarpely owing to tho extreme eaao with 
which money could ba obtained from the 
bank on indiirerenb aecurity, or no security 
ab all, and to the persistent clTering of 
higher interest on deposits than the larger 
banks of the country were willing to pay. 

By the latter courae the deposits of the 
bank were increased to more than double 
what they were seven yeors ago ; while the 
natural result of the former, combined with 
the preasuro to employ these largely aug- 
mented roBources, was to fill up the books of 
the bank with a large amount of undesirable 
business.

The crop In many parts of tbe Dominion 
ia now out of danger. There may bo some 
anxiety in Manitoba and tho Northwest 
Torritorioa loab tho frost should injure the 
lato sown grain, bub there appear to be but 
few forebodings. The harvest has com- 
menced in many districts and the hopes of 
the farmer have been fully realized.' We 
gither from the accounts we have road that 
a splendid crop will bo harvested in almoeb 
all parts of Manitoba and tho Northwest. 
It ia predicted that tiio yiold of wheat alone 
will bo 60,000,000 buaholfl. Thia may bo 
an exaggeration, but the cxaggorator 
has left tbe leaa hopeful quite a largo mar- 
gin to out off and atlll leave a very fair crop. 

In Ontario there have been sad complaints 
of drought, whioh has afTooted the hay crop 
chiifly. The spring froate, too, have Injured 
the fruit crop, but notwithstanding these 
drawbacks the farmers of Ontario have very 
little to complain of In the yield of this year. 
From the Province of Quelieo the accounts 
aro cheerlol. Where the faming has been 
good tho orop is abundant, and where thoro 
has been bad farming it wonld be folly to 
expeob a good harvest. 

The year promises to bo a plentiful one in 
the Maritime Provinces, Crops of ail kinds 
have grown well, and it Ii quite safe to pre- 
dict that there will be no soaroity foE twelve 
months In that part of the^DoiniiiioD. In

This would per- 
haps gave some of the apparatus a useless 
run, as tho firo could bo juat aa well extin- 
guished by a amaller force than turns out 
when a general alarm ia sent in. 

Con Sci.i.ivan, aliaa C. B. Henderson, 
who killed 15arr at tho Palaco hotol, Sau 
Franciaco, and about whose identity there 
haa been so much argument, haa numerous 
acrjuaintanoea in Victoria. Aa eoon aa Hon- 
doraon'a portrait appeared In the Examiner 
two of the local police oflicera recognized 
him tiB Con Sullivan, who waa aummonod to 
appear aa a vagrant by the polici' iiuro sonio 
olghteon iiiontba »gn. At that time Con 
waa travelling with "Johnson tho Swede" 
and the " lilaok Kid," and tho trio were 
engaged in buncoing unBuanecting country- 
men who paaaed through Victoria in their 
travels. They did quite a flouriehing busi- 
ness until tho police put an end to their 
operationa. Con, not aatiefitd with the 
manner In which his partnora wore dividing 
the spoil, compallod thorn to give up at tho 
point of the pistol, and fearing a doepcrato 
tragedy some of his silent partners informed 
the polioe of hie doings in order to get him 
out of the way. 

The diatrict ooro'nor and a jury yeaterday 
heard the brief bub conolualvo ovidenoo at 
hand touching the death of A. J. Row- 
botham, and returned a verdict of auiclde 
by hanging. Two of tho throo witnesaoa 
examined toatifiod to having heard tho do- 
coaaod say aomo months ago that ho was 
tired of life and could see nothint; in the 
future worth living for. Two letters found 
on tho bbdy were also read to the jury, 
though refused to the press by direction of 
the coroner. They had evidently been 
written at the rooms of the Gheea olub, at 
least the day before the aaiolde, and one of 
them tells between the lines of tho love 
whioh Mr. Rowbotham had through all his 
lifetime for the royal game. In each of hie 
letters the unhappy man commended hia 
wife and child to the tender euro of hia 
friends and gave a pitiful explanation of tho 
motives for tho act whioh ot tho time of 
writing ho hm} In contemplation. Writing 
to Mr, L. Baumann, ho said : " I cannot 
stand it longer. My mental and pnysioal 
euiTorlngs aro tnoro than I can boar. It 
must come to this sooner or later. I cannot 
make a living for thoao I love and will nob 
be a burden on thorn any longer. I have 
been too heavily handicapped In tho game 
of life. Broken In health, in spirits, and In 
pooket — I resign," Iu the seoond letter ho 
advised the .■ recipient, ' writing from the 
bitter experience of a life whioh he said had

Frank Baukon, a cook, learned the lea- 
son In the police court yesterday that it is 
not wise to set the machinery of the law In 
motion and then sib down and watch the 
wheels go round. He had aworn to an In- 
formation charging Henry Simpson with 
aBsaulting him and doing him grievous bod- 
ily harm, eaid bodily harm being adminia- 
tered in the way of a reprimand for hia not 
having served breakfaet promptly. When 
the oase was called in the police court yes- 
terday Simpson appeared and Barron did 
not, the caae being aooordingly remanded 
until to-day. A little later Barron did 
stroll in, and when asked by the Coucb to 
explain his non-appearonoe at the proper 
time, stated that he had decided not to pro- 
ceed in tho matter. The Magistrate sharply 
reprimanded him, informed him that the 
court waa not run for bis special pleasure or 
amusement, and ordered the cost of the 
aummonaes, $2, paid within 21 hours, or In 
default live days' imprisonment. The money 
was fortboomlng.

Therefore 
all experiences have their lessons, and our 
object should be not to ignore or retreat 
from them bub rather to bravely face what- 
ever comea, and determine to discover and 
utilize the leaaona contained In every event.

FOREST FIKES. 

Large District Ablaze In the Direction of 
OoldstreRm— On the Neigbborlne 
Islands and Near Town. 

The unpleasant smoky atmosphere that 
has been hanging over the oity for tho past 
few days, owing to the dry hot weather 
givlDg opportunities for bush firea in the 
surrounding country to spread unchecked, 
woa particularly heavy yeaterday. Tho aky 
was overhung with clouds of smoke and the 
sun went down like a veritable ball of fire, 
aending out magnificent opalescent gleams 
through the haze. 

The dense smoke that overhung the 
country towards the north-weat laat night, 
resulted from large bjsh fires ruging In the 
direction of Goldatream and on tho Sooke 
road. The hiila to tho weat of Goldatream 
wore ablaze, the treca burning fiercely and 
the fire apparently extending over a radloe 
ot about Reven miles. The road a mile from 
the Coldstream hotel waa covered with 
cinders and live emhora carried there 
by the breeze which blew quite atrongly. 
Slowly the fire was oreeplng down the sides 
of the bills end made its way towards the 
valley, the ohaoglng wind allowing lb In the 
evening to creep towards the west. What 
tho amount of the damage was has not yet 
been learned. 

Out on the neighboring islands bush fires 
were boding yesterday, while quite close 
to town t)ie brush on the Corey and Saanich 
roads was on fire. 

Word was teoelved from Colwood, too, 
that the fire that had been burning on the 
Sooke road since the day before was still 
spreading, chough no partionlar damage haa 
as yet resulted,

2,— Congresaman 
Hilbern, who returnad from Hawaii to-day, 
placed himself on record aa being opposed to 
the annexation tf tho ialanda to the United 
Stales. In discuesiug tho question ho suid ; 
" Tho population oonBiats iDoatly of Japan- 
ese, Chinese, and I'ortuguoeo, with a omnU 
proportion of Amerioina und English speak- 
ing people, Tho percentage of illiteracy ia 
much greater among tho whites than among 
the Kanakas. The present government is 
not satisfictory lo the majority of the peo- 
ple there, especially the natives. It is 
practically an oligarchy, and tho ide-\ of a 
republic is laughed at. It is not popular, 
and tho great masaes have no voice except 
in the election of the lower house. The 
senate is elected by the property holders, 
who represent but a few thousand of the 
people, and many of thom are more illiterate 
than the natives. Much respect is shown 
President Dole, as he is considered con- 
scientious and is generally liked. 

The Japanese are the most aggressive and 
the moat to be feared. They quickly loam 
the ways and take every advantage. They 
Import everything from Japan and spend 
little on the Islanda. They wonld, of oonrae, 
be required to put) B tax npon all imports 
from other oountriea which oame into com- 
petition with onr prodnota. If this la done 
and wo extend a proteoterate over the 
Islands both conntrlea wonld derive the ad- 
vantage of annexation while allowed to 
govern themselvee, bull as things are going 
now I believe tho Queen will be restored." 
On tho (|uestion of the Paoifia CAble Mr, 
Hilbern said : " It would not pay any 
private party to build it. I believe, though, 
lo would pay this eovernment. The Pacific 
will, in some emergency, be tho rendt/.voua 
for tho navies of Iho world, and telegraph 
communication to Honolulu will be a great 
saving. There would be considerable rev- 
enue, and I would vote favorably on the 
propoaitlon."

Imt to tho majority of women 
who are in iniHlerato eircnnistances tho 
lUTangeiuour of the house is a matter fi ir 
tho expenditure of much thouglit, skill 
and labor rather than of money. 

A great deal i.s said iu most articles 
ou homo decoration on the .suliject (jf 
onrtaius, table scarfs and cusliious, but 
where the paiut of a room is worn and 
the walls defaced and only a small 
amount of money is to ho spout in im- 
provenienr it is better to spend it iii 
f rf'sliMiiiig them than in cheap draper- 
ies, for the effect will ho far morQ satis- 
factory and lasting. Although the cost 
of repainting is by no moans small when 
a professiinial is hired to do it, prepared 
paint, put up in cans and mixed witli 
<lriors, is to bo obtained at a moderata 
price, .-md with a proper brush — that is, 
a thick, soft, lar^o one — the housekeeper 
may herself put it on and be quivo indo- 
I)endpnt. Tlie paint used for floors is 
diti'orcnt tiom that employed ou tho 
woodwork, and either floor paint or 
"inside" paint, as it is called, should bo 
purchased, according to tho pmrpose for 
which it is wanted. A painted floor is 
more sali.'rfactory than a stained one, 
not only because paiut wears hotter and 
covers the flaws in poor boiurds, but be- 
cause when stain is put on by an ama- 
tenr the lap of the brnsh marks is apt 
to show with a mottled effect. Walnut 
or oalc browi and mahogany or cherry 
red are tlie best floor colors, althougli 
yellow is very good for the kitchen. 

As far as walls are conoemed, the least 
costly mode of decorating them is to 
treat them with distomjier in some Wiirin 
Viut not too dark ton". Distemper colors 
are those compounded with water ;md 
whiting and mixed with glne or sizo to 
prevent them from rubbing or flaking 
off tho wall. Tlicso also are to ho obtain- 
ed iu bulk and may bo mixed and ap- 
plied with little real difliculty, altliough 
tho work of putting them ou is tiring. 
Much the most etroctivo way of aiTang- 
iug tho wall decoration is to run a picture 
molding ;u-ormd tlio room near the top 
and to employ a lighter tint for the wall 
above it and the ceiling. For iiistauce, 
if the body of tlui wall is pale olivo, ilio 
upper part and tho ceiling may bo cream 
or whita It is not necessary to buy the 
expensive enameled picture molding sold 
in decorators' establishments. A plain 
deal molding painted to match tho rest 
of the woodwork is quite as effective and 
costs far less. The painting of the wood- 
work and the molding must bo doue be- 
fore tho walks aro treated. In a modern, 
low coiled rooju tlio molding sliould bo 
low enough to bo broken by the doors 
and windows. 

If the walls are already covered with 
paper, they cannot bo distempered un- 
less the paper is reniuvod and tlio walls 
scraped, which requires professional aid. 
Therefore it is better to simply ropapor, 
luid that also may be dono by th(( am- 
bitious housi'wifi! if she is iii'at lianded, 
<)n(!edge ,,nly of (hi? jiaper should be 
pared, so as to allow tho breadths to lap. 
Plenty of paste should be prepared b( - 
forehand, a large brush used to apply it 
and care taken to match I he pattern cor- 
rectly if theiiaperliasaliKure. If a solid 
color is desired, what inaiuifacturerseall 
a "groimd" paper, may be used, which 
is perfectly ])lain and does not coat so 
much as c4irtridgo paper, bub this is 
much more quickly defaced than pajKir 
having a design. Never paper tho coil- 
ing unless it is so much disflgm-ed as to 
absolutely demand it. The best decora- 
tors have a horror of coiling papers, al- 
ways using instead a wash of plain color 
which is afterward omameutcd with 
fresco designs. It is a mistake to have 
tho walls eitlier a cold or very brilliant 
color, for if tlio tone is a cold one, sucli 
as blue, lavender or slate, the effect will 
ho dc])re.ssiug and unhomoliko, while if 
it is decidedly bright, a.s a sliarp pinlc or 
a keen gr(-en, tho furniture and jjictures 
will bo quite subordinated and will 
seem dull and shabby. Olive and old 
rose in various shades, light terra cotta, 
hiifT, cream and liglit chocolate and cof- 
I'eo tones, ecru and warm greenish gi"iy 
aro tho best colors to select, and for bed- 
i-ooms with light furniture it is safe to 
venture upon pale water green, blush 
l)ink or lemon. 

Hliabby furniture, esi)ecially bedroom 
sots, may bo repainted witli the unumel 
paint which comes in oahs, caie being 
taken to buy some well known make. 
This is not expensive, dries quickly and 
maybe obtained in all colors from white 
to black. The fiu'uiture to bo treated 
shonld bo washed and allowed to di-y 
before the enamel is applied Neither 
point nor enamel should ho i>ut on 
thipk, the rul? donumdiug several thin 
'Coats rather than one thick one. and
